PEARL HARBOR, Hawaii (AP) — More than a 
generation has passed, but tiny droplets of oil still 
filter to the surface of the water, bursting into a 
kaleidoscope of color above the sunken battleship 
Arizona. 


Twenty-five years later, the memory of Dec. 
7, 1941, lingers, a recollection of horror, of disbelief. 


The men who died that day, 2.409 of them, now 
are names on the w alls of a gleaming white memorial. 


The memorial, inside Pearl Harbor, straddles the

Paris educat­ 
ed landowner long prominent in 
Vietnamese politics, was a lead­ 
ing member of the Constituent 
Assembly which is writing a 
constitution for South Viet Nam. 


OVERSHADOWS WAR 
His slaying a few blocks from 
Premier Ky’s office overshad­ 
owed war developments. Only 
minor ground actions were re­ 
ported from the fighting fronts 
although U.S. bombers kept up

lion. 


The order came as Reagan's 
aides began work on a spending 
program that threatens to ex­ 
ceed this year’s record $4.59 
billion and is likely to require 
new taxes. 


Reagan directed a freeze on 
all requested increases in the 
portion of the budget that fi­ 
nances day-to-day operations of 
state agencies. 


This year, that's $1.3 billion of 
the total spending program.

Officials were informed the 
budget being prepared for the 
upcoming 1967 - 68 fiscal \ear 
would not include the usual au­ 
tomatic increases. 


These increases have been 
put in the budget every year to 
pay for such items as increased 
enrollment at U.C. and the state 
colleges and bigger populations 
in the prisons. Sometimes, the 
legislature would reduce the in­ 
creases.

County To Pay 


Extra $10 To 


Bury Indigents 


Marin 
County will 
pay an 
extra $10 to bury indigents—but 
will still not provide markers 
for their graves. 
Yesterday, supervisors agreed 
to an increase from $25 to $35 
for cement grave liners for in­ 
digent burials at Mount Tamal- 
pais Cemetery. 
But pauper burials, now cost­ 
ing the county $360 each, will 
still be in unmarked graves. 


In May, after it was disclosed 
In the Independent-Journal that 
lndigents were buried in un­ 
marked g r a v e s , supervisors 
called for a report on the cost 
of markers. 
Administrator Alan Bruce said 
tt would cost about $50 each lor 
m arkers, or $2,000 a year. 


Supervisors agreed on May 17 
to authorize a fund to accept 
donations from religious and fra­ 
ternal 
organizations 
t o w a r d 
markers. But so far the fund is 
nil, according ot County Auditor 
Controller Michael Mitchell. No 
donations have been received, 
so no markers have been pur­ 
chased. 
The increase in the cost of 
grave liners—a cement lining to 
the grave which prevents sub­ 
sidence—was blamed on rising 
labor and material costs.

American plane whose pilot had 
forgotten to empty its guns. 
At Hickam. Pvt. Frank Frucci 
j of Niles, Mich., was waiting for 
j his buddy. Bernard Cullinane of 
I Kalamazoo. He looked at his 
j watch. 
“ Bernie. it’s five before eight. 
If we're going to make it to 
Mass. we’d better hurry.” said 
Frucci, peering through a bar­ 
racks window to see what all 
the noise was about. 
At the sam e time, Pfc. Ga­ 
briel Christie of Brooklyn, N.Y., 
slapped a baseball into a glove, 
and hung around outside the

for 
friends. Hearing an explosion, 
he thought: “ Heck, the Navy’s 
working at war games on a Sun­ 
day.”

Field was also to feel the fury of 
the Japanese attackers. More 
than 200 Army Air Corps men. 
some of them buddies of Frucci 
and Christie, were killed and

grounded U.S. planes. Hickam 
is adjacent to Pearl Harbor and 
was a prime target that day. 
Frucci 
survived 
the 
attack 
and is chairman of the survi­ 
vors’ 
association 
Michigan 
chapter. As such, he is back in 
Hawaii for the first time in 23 
years. 
Christie, a master sergeant 
awaiting retirement, is working 
in the sam e barracks building 
25 years later. It is now head­ 
quarters 
of 
the 
Pacific 
Air 
Forces. Cullinane died at his 
home last March. 
Frucci is one of almost 3,000 
Pearl Harbor survivors and rel­ 
atives of the dead who are in 
Hawaii for memorial services, 
scheduled to begin at precisely 
7 55 a.m. today at the National 
Memorial Cemetery of the Pa­ 
cific. and at sunset at the Arizo­ 
na Memorial. 
“ All we want to do.” said 
Lindsey of his fellow association 
members, “ is remember Pearl 
Harbor...and our men who were 
killed This is not just a trip to 
Hawaii for these men.

Nitze reminded his audience 
of 900 survivors and their fami­ 
lies that ‘ peace has yet to come 
to Asia, and the United States 
once again is fighting there A

bombing of Dec. 7. 1941. demon­ 
strated that freedom cannot be

sons of how other counties spend 
money for promotion and devel­ 
opment and to put forward pro­ 
posals for Marin. 
Douglas felt that granting fixed 
funds at fixed periods to outside 
organizations for promotion had 
a deadening influence. “ It re­ 
lieves them of the necessity of 
planning a h e a d /’ he said. 
Money should be granted, he 
said, in a way to stimulate ef­ 
fort, and the county should be 
more 
specific about how 
the 
public lunds should be used. 
“ Marin County has tended to 
spread its lunding to a g reater 
degree than most counties,” he 
said. 
“ There is no indication that 
any organization has taken an 
a g g r e s s i v e stand in getting 
matching money from the pri­ 
vate sector.” 
If the county C ham ber of Com­ 
m erce is to provide liaison with 
the business com munity, more 
positive 
cooperation 
with 
the 
county planning departm ent and 
the planning commission is es­ 
sential, said Douglas. 
“ The cultural activities of the 
countv should be stim ulated."

Councilman 
Earl F. Dunphy said, “ I don’t 
j believe in changing horses in 
1 midstream.” 
The program is to update the 
1959 general plan, in the first 
phase, and to provide a central 
waterfront development plan in' 
the second phase. 
Wax noted that the city’s orig­ 
inal agreement was to have 
the firm do everything in one 
project, but this was divided in­ 
to the two phases because of 
funding. 
Councilman Alexander R, Im- 
lay said the commission's rec­ 
ommendation “ was ill-advised 
and comes at the wrong time.”

It's luscious, ingenious an d 
utterly American — this Pecan 
Cream Cheese Pie. 
Don’t ask us who invented it. 
We're not sure. But probably it 
was the good cook in Arkansas 
who won a prize in a national 
baking contest for combining 
pecan pie filling with c r e a m 
cheese and who named the re­ 
sult Mystery Pie. 
We hasten to say that t h e 
following version of this pie is 
not the one that won the prize. 
Ours is a slightly different reci­ 
pe worked out by another good 
cook — this time in New York. 
When we tried the New York 
version at our house there was 
not a single taster, out of half a 
dozen, who didn’t acclaim the 
dessert And both kinds of tast­ 
ers were satisfied: those who 
insist that regular pecan pic is 
too. too rich adored this less 
sweet version; those who dote 
on pecan pie just because it is 
so devastatingly sweet still gob­ 
bled up all they could of this 
cream cheese variety! 


PECAN CREAM CHEESE PIC 
2 packages 
(each 3 ounces) 
cream cheese 
11 cup sugar

1 teaspoon vanilla 
11 teaspoon salt

Bake in a moderate (375 de­ 
grees) oven until the center is 
firm to the touch — about 35 to 
40 minutes.

Tax Reforms 


Seven of the 10 directors of 
the Marinwood Assn. at a meet­ 
ing last night voted to support 
the Statewide Homeowners Assn. 
legislative proposal for property 
tax reform, calling for assess­ 
ment at 100 per cent of assessed 
value, gradual elimination of the 
tax on improvements, and aboli­ 
tion of the personal property 
tax. 
The action followed by two 
weeks a talk by an outspoken 
advocate of such changes — 
John Nagy, president of the state 
association. 
Nagy, also a Sacramento lob- 
byest, appraiser and tax consult­ 
ant, lives in Chula Vista, San 
Diego County. He told some 80 
Marinwood residents in his talk 
that the personal property tax 
as applied to inventories dis­ 
courages industry from locating 
In California. He also said the 
tax on improvements penalizes 
a land owner for bettering his 
property. Shifting the full bur­ 
den to land would discourage 
slum landlords and land specu­ 
lators, he contended. 
Jack G. Nixon, president of 
the Marinwood Assn., said all 
seven 
directors 
present 
last 
night voted in favor of the pro­ 
posals. 
The directors also agreed to 
put up $150 for the Christmas 
gift for the community to be 
presented to the Community 
Services District board for use 
as it sees fit. 
Two new directors, Duncan 
Gordon and Richard Milward, 
were named to the board. 
New officers will be elected 
Jan. 8, Nixon said.

retired from the State Su­ 
preme 
Court 
today 
be­ 
cause of ill health. 
The 62-year-old jurist submit­ 
ted 
his 
resignation 
effective 
Dec. 15 after doctors told him 
a heart condition would prevent 
him from working any more. 
Peek, a Democrat, said he 
had not discussed a successor 
with retiring Democratic Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown. 
In response to a reporter’s 
question. Peek said he was not 
stepping down just to permit 
the governor to name a succes­ 
sor. 


WON’T TALK 
He refused to speak for publi­ 
cation when he w'as asked if he 
thought Brown might be con­ 
sidering resigning from office 
himself and then being appoint­ 
ed to the Supreme Court by Lt. 
Gov. Glenn M. Anderson. Ander­ 
son would become governor If 
Brown stepped down. 
Peek was the author of the 
opinion that struck down Prop. 
14. the voter initiative that nul­ 
lified the state’s open housing 
law and prevented the legisla­ 
ture from passing any similar 
statues in the future. 
That opinion ired some people, 
who mounted a campaign to reg- 
ist'"* “ no’’ votes against Peek 
and justices who agreed with 
him. 


MOST NO’ VOTES 
The biggest “ no” vote in the 
November election was against 
Peek. 
Today, he commented that 
“two years ago, I was the great­ 
est vote getter in the state of 
California and this year I was 
low man on the totem pole.” 
Peek said he had w a r n i n g 
signs of serious illness about a 
month ago and his doctor advis­ 
ed him to slow dowTi to avoid 
a coronary attack. 
“ I hate to do it,” Peek said 
of his retirement. “ There’s a 
fine group cf men on the court.” 
He said he might help in court 
work on a part-time basis.” I 
don’t want to sit on the shelf 
and hibernate,” Peek said. He 
added that he would remain in 
Sacramento. 
Peek said he told Brown about 
his resignation yesterday. 
Peek occasionally has been a 
controversial figure in his 30 
years in public life. 


FORMER SPEAKER 
Elected to the Assembly in 
1936, he became 
speaker in 
1939 — a close ally of Democra­ 
tic Gov. Culbert Olson. 
But he was a victim of a leg­ 
islative rebellion by bi-partisan 
foes of the governor and was re­ 
placed by Gordon Garland. Gar­ 
land dramatically yanked out a 
phone from the rostrum — a 
phone he said connected the 
speaker’s desk with the gover­ 
nor’s office. 
Peek left the Assembly to ac­ 
cept an appointment as secre­ 
tary of state, but lost that job 
to Republican Frank M. Jordan 
in 1942. He is a native of West 
Union, Iowa.

Tuberculosis contracted in a 
Nazi concentration camp and 
considered “ cured’’ for 20 years 
has again hospitalized Mrs. Max 
iMarianne) 
Strassman of 
122 
Walnut Avenue. C’orte Madera. 
She has been a patient in the 
Terrace of Ross Hospital since 
Oct 9 and expects to be there 
another three or four months— 
longer, should surgery become 
necessary. 
She is resigned to spending 
Christmas away from her hus­ 
band and their two sons, ages 
7 and 4. 
Like many of her fellow pa­ 
tients. 
Mrs. 
Strassman is 
a 
“ reactivator.” But unlike most 
TB victims, she knows where 
she got the disease. Also, being 
a nurse, she knew TB is never 
cured, only arrested. 
Still, she admits the doctor's 
diagnosis "was an awful shock. 
My TB had been quiet so long!” 
As frequently happens, Mrs. 
Strassman's reactivation follow­ 
ed a prolonged illness which 
lowered bodily resistance. She 
had a severe case of mumps in 
May, 1965. 
Her concern over a lingering 
cough prompted her to have two 
chest X - rays within a nine- 
month period Last August she 
went for a third X-ray. TB re- 


; activation was suspected—and 
confirmed by a culture test. 
Mrs. Strassman b e c a m e a 
; nurse in her native Germany 
at the age of 17. Two years later 
she 
began 
four 
nightmarish 
years in the Auschwitz concen­ 
tration camp. When the w ar’s 
end released her, she was hos­ 
pitalized in Sweden and found 
to have tuberculosis. 
“ We were all hospitalized,” 
she

simply.

months we hadn't had anything 
to eat but watery soup and a 
lew bad potatoes—the kind we 
fed the pigs. I w e i g h e d 67 
pounds. Today I weigh 165.”

WASHINGTON - The National 
Heart Institute has given up 
thought of pushing a crash pro­ 
gram 
to design an 
artificial 
heart in favor of research to im­ 
prove heart pumps and other 
assist devices. 


One reason is that science is 
much closer to reaching a sig­ 
nificant level of improvement 
in that field than it is in the 
realm of totally implantable 
devices. And since one of its 
major aims is to rehabilitate 
patients, it make sense to fol­ 
low the easier path, according 
to NHI spokesmen. 


The Heart Institute program, 
which had been going slowly, 
now has a definite, three-step 
plan to follow beginning with ef­ 
forts to create devices that will 
reduce the work load on a natur­ 
al heart and increase coronary 
blood flow—a kind of booster 
heart. Step two looks to the day 
a device to assist the heart can 
be perm anently implanted, and 
three, in logical progression, is 
aimed at spectacular—the to­ 
tally implantable artificial heart. 
The crash program begun a 
few years ago to bring U S. 
space efforts up to par with the 
Russians and beyond was the 
inspiration for a matching ef­ 
fort in medicine, but the nature 
of the fields is different and the 
more logical, first things first 
procedure 
seems 
the 
better 
choice at this time, a spokes­ 
man said. 


However, there is still a lot 
to be learned from the space 
scientists’ approach to things. 
Dr. Frank W. Hastings of NHI 
told a meeting of the Ameri­ 
can Institute of Aeronautics 
in Boston. Dr. Hastings is re­ 
sponsible for the workings of 
NHI’s 
artificial 
heart 
pro­ 
gram. 


It is im portant that the heart 
program be kept in the hands 
of medical science, Dr. Hastings 
believes, though the coopera­ 
tion and skill of engineers is 
essential. The earlier push had 
been relying heavily on engi­ 
neering methods put together by 
areospace industries. 
Basically, the answer to heart 
disease is not surgery and it is 
not a machine. The best solu­ 
tion will come when science un­ 
derstands what goes wrong in 
the human body in the first 
place, and is able to practice 
preventive rather than correc­ 
tive medicine. And this answer 
requires the knowledge of the 
medical scientists, not the m a­ 
chine m aker.

A number of obstacles block 
the way to completely satisfac­ 
tory heart devices and. likewise, 
to the total heart. It will prob­ 
ably take two years just to fig­ 
ure out what all the problems 
with current pumps are and then 
fix them, and this prediction as­ 
sumes no new problems will 
show up along the wav. Five 
years may be a reasonable goal 
for achieving a totally im planta­ 
ble device, but experts such as 
Dr. Michael E. DeBakey are 
quick to point out that predic­ 
tions are not always useful or 
accurate. 


There is no satisfactory en­ 
ergy source for implantable 
hearts at the present time, 
nor any truly satisfactory ma­ 
terial to make it from. If you 
use electricity, you end up 
with a little steam engine and 
have to get rid of the heat, 
a NHI spokesman commented. 
With atomic energy, problems 
of radiation protection crop up. 
The possibility of using elec­ 
tromagnetic energy is being 
investigated, but no sure re­ 
sults are available.

BOSTON—A federgl effort to 
control jet noise at airports is 
being slowed down by a White 
House-ordered budget squeeze 
and other uncertainties. 


Two related programs deem­ 
ed ‘‘urgently needed” by a 
high-level government study 


group earlier in the year are 
being cut hack and their scop­ 
es limited. 


The slowdown came to light at 
a symposium on aircraft noise at 
a national meeting here of the 
American Institute of Aeronau­ 
tics and Astronautics. 
One program was to have set 
guidelines for noise abatement 
at the three airports with the 
worse problems—Kennedy Inter­ 
national Airport in New York, 
O’Hare Field in Chicago and 
Los Angeles International Air­ 
port. 


The sacond was to have ex­ 
tended the guidelines to more 
than 300 other airports and an­ 
ticipate future noise problems 
up to 1975 as short-haul jets are 
introduced to sm aller airports. 
The studies were to have been 
conducted by the Federel Avia* 
tion Agency. 


Dr. Nicholas E Golovin, No. 
2 man in the president’s office 
of science and technology, drop­ 
ped hints in a speech that cut­ 
backs were in the making. 


$1 million to short-term projects 
costing $100,000. 
The FAA was apparently un­ 
able to convince budget analy­ 
s ts that the long-term studies 
would produce positive results. 
“ We didn’t want to spend $1 
million ior a two-year study and 
perhaps come up with results 
that couldn’t be applied to most 
airports.” a source said 
Instead, he reported, the FAA 
will tackle the problem in bits 
and pieces, weighing each find­ 
ing 
As a first step, the FAA is 
expected to contract soon with 
two consulting firm s for “ pro­ 
grams definitions.” Results from 
this initial brain storming would 
be available by next July. 
It is expected that a decision 
will be made at that tim e on 
whether to ask for significant 
fund increases to finance a full- 
scale study.

Bucs Bolster Mound Corps With Another Trade 


PITTSBURGH (AP)' - The 
Pittsburgh Pirates have aquir- 
ed pitcher Dennis Ribant from 
the New York Mets, pulling off 
their third major trade within a 
week in an all-out effort to fash­ 
ion a pennant-winner in 1967. 
Ribant, a right-hander who 
was the Mets’ top pitcher with 
an 11-9 mark and 3.21 earned 
run average, and outfielder Gary 
Kolb came to Pittsburgh yester­ 
day in exchange for veteran 
pitcher Don Cardwell and out­ 


fielder Don Bosch. Cardwell was 
6-6 in 32 games. 
“ Ribant 
is

wanted,” said Pirate general 
manager Joe L. Brown "He is 
one of the fine young pitchers 
in the league and we are tre­ 
mendously pleased to get him. 
He is a good pitcher now and 
has a chance to be an outstand­ 
ing one.” 
The Ribant trade complements 
two other exchanges which ap­ 
pear 
to 
have 
considerably 


strengthened Pittsburgh, which 
faltered at the end of the season 
and was eliminated in the last 
few days, finishing third behind 
pennant-winning 
Los 
Angeles 
and San Francisco. 
Last week Brown got pitcher 
Juan Pizarro from the Chicago 
White Sox for cash and shortstop 
Maury Wills from Los Angeles 
for third baseman Bob Bailey 
and infielder Gene Michael. 
But Brown, the man who en­ 
gineered all three deais, isn't 


making any 1967 predictions. 
“ I think it’s hard to win in 
in the winter.” Brown said. "We 
had a fine year last year and 
we hope to have a better year 
in 1967." 
In analyzing the 1966 season. 
Brown said the Pirates main 
problem was pitching-and he 
went to the trading mart with 
an aim to add muscle to a 
mound corps which lacked an 
effective “ stopper.” rarely turn­ 
ed in a complete game and failed 


to protect a big lead often fur­ 
nished by the bats of the power- 
laden Pirates. 
Brown said at this early stage 
manager Harry Walker's plans 
are to use Pizarro as a starter 
with the hope that Ribant can 
break into rotation. 
“ Without a doubt we’ve added 
two very fine pitchers,” said 
Brown, declining to comment on 
how many victories he would 
like to see Pizarro and Ribant 
turn in “ I just hope they will 


contribute, that's all 
“ Wills is sure to help us on 
offense and defense,” he said 
"Not only with his base running 
bui with his experience and lead­ 
ership.” 
Brown also said four minor 
league pitching prospects--John 
Gelnar, Luke Walker, Jim Shl- 
lenback and Dock Ellis—bright­ 
en Pittsburgh's chances but re­ 
fused to name the Pirates as the 
team to beat in t he National 
league. 


“ As far as we're concerned 
the other nine are the teams to 
beat.” said Brown. “ We had a 
very fine ball club last year and 
we think we have improved 
ourselves.” 
Brown also added the Pirates 
are still willing to trade.

TODAY'S EDIT ORIAL 
Pearl Harbor Tragedy— 
Was Sacrifice In Vain? 


Through no fault of their own, 
members of our armed forces serving 
in Viet Nam occupy a uniquely un­ 
pleasant place in American history. 
Every other major combat action 
in which the United States was engag­ 
ed has had nearly 100 per cent sup­ 
port on the home front. 
The current action in Viet Nam. the 
lone exception, has substantially less 
than full support from Americans at 
home. 
In all previous wars, the terms 
‘ combat veteran" and “ hero” were 
synonymous. All those who returned 
from overseas service were accorded 
at least some measure of a hero's 
welcome. 


In this war. we find such contemp­ 
tuous actions on the home front as 
solicitation of money and supplies to 
be sent to the aid of the enemy. 
If those who died at Pearl Harbor 
25 years ago today were aware of what 
is going on now, they would surely 
ask themselves whether their supreme 
sacrifice in World War II had been 
in vain. 
We hope the time will soon come 
when our men in Viet Nam can count 
on the full support of Americans back 
home, and that with such united sup­ 
port. we can bring a successful con­ 
clusion to hostilities restoring peace 
and liberty once more in that far cor­ 
ner of the world. 


It Was No Exaggeration 


We can always count on critics to 
seize every opportunity to accuse the 
press of sensationalizing the news. 


The very first press dispatches from 
Oahu on Dec. 7, 1941. were filed by 
Associated Press correspondent Eu­ 
gene Burns, who after the war lived 
out his life in semi-retirement in Sau- 
sahto. until his untimely death in mob 
violence in Damascus. 


Burns was in downtown Honolulu 
when the first Japanese bombers ap­ 
peared over the city on that fateful 


Sunday morning. 
An isolated bomb 
or two landed near by. 
In the main action at Pearl Harbor, 
hundreds of planes rained death and 
destruction to put the entire Pacific 
Fleet out of commission. But in down­ 
town Honolulu, the man in the street 
was aware only from personal obser­ 
vation that a few planes had dropped 
a few scattered bombs. 
Correspondent Burns' very first bul­ 
letin telephoned from a Honolulu 
drugstore quoted a bystander as say­ 
ing. “ I ll bet the mainland newspapers 
are going to exaggerate this.”

SACRAMENTO «CNS» - At 
5 p m. on Dec. 13, bids lor the 


conduct of the carnival at the 
1967 State Fair and Exposition, 
the last show scheduled to be 
held on the old fairgrounds 
will be opened in the adminis­ 
tration offices. Thereby hangs 
a somewhat interesting tale, 
which if it ends the way fair 
officials think its going to 
end. will enrich the state treas­ 
ury by $100,000 


Although in this day and age 
of billion-dollar financing in 
state government, the sum of 
$100,000, comparatively speak­ 
ing. doesn't amount to much, 
still every speck in the dust 
pan is bound to help a little. 
And with the State Fair hav­ 
ing operated on a deficit lor a 


good many years, the $100,000 
will have some significance at 
this last show. 
For several years, the car­ 
nival, an integral part of the 
State Fair and Exposition, has 
been operated by a combine ol 
shows, and the contract has 
been handled at least in part 
b\ Bobby Cohen, who is well- 
known in Sacramento among 
the politically elite.

When Harrison Cutler, the 
energetic new secretary-man- 
ager, took over from Rose­ 
quist, lie realized the state 
could obtain more money for 
the carnival contract. He con­ 
ferred with the office of gen­ 
eral services, which supervises 
lair contracts and a decision 
was reached to open the expir­ 
ing contract to general bid for 
all carnival companies, at a 
consideration of not less than 
$250,000. rather than the $150.- 
000 obtained n previous years. 


THIS DECISION brought Im­ 
mediate repercussions f r om 
Rosequist and the North Amer­ 
ican Carnival Assn.

Misinformation 
On Bleach Safety 


Editor, Independent-Journal: 
As a professional in the field 
of industrial safety. I applaud 
your attempt to educate the 
public on the potential haz­ 
ards of household products in 
your Nov. 29 editorial. Un­ 
fortunately. however, you are 
misinformed on the hazards 
of laundry bleaches. The Na­ 
tional Safety Council has been 
trying for some time to correct 
the overestimation of the haz­ 
ards of mixing bleach with 
other household products. 
As a service to your readers, 
would you please publish the 
attached brief statement from 
the National 
Safely Council 
publication Family Safety: 
. . These products have 
been in homes for about 50 
years and the incidence of in­ 
jury is extremely low . . . 
. . It is true that you 
should not mix bleach with 
strong acids or ammonia. Am­ 
monia and bleach together pro­ 
duce chloramine gas which is 
irritating, but which has never 
been known to cause perman­ 
ent injury. Combining strong 
acids — for example, toilet 
bowl cleaners or rust remov­ 
ers—with bleach could release 
potentially poisonous chlorine 
gas; however, the strong odor 
of chlorine would warn you in 
time to get away from the 
fumes without harm. 
“ There is no danger in mix­ 
ing bleach with vinegar, which 
is not acid enough to pro­ 
duce harmful fumes. 
“ Nor is there any health 
hazard in combining bleach 
with soap, detergents, lye or 
products containing sodium hy­ 
droxide, such as oven and 
drain cleaners.”

WASHINGTON - An import­ 
ant 
area 
of 
agreement 
is 
emerging in Washington. 
It is on the need for massive 
infusions 
of 
federal 
money 
into the states and whether 
local government can survive 
the treatment. 
This startling concensus—not 
total but growing—is reflected 
in recent statements by the 
powerful 
Chairman 
of 
the 
House Republican Policy Com­ 
mittee—Rep. Melvin R. Laird 
of Wisconsin and by the Secre­ 
tary of the pervasive Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare, John W. Gardner. 
Laird certainly isn't talking 
traditional Republican policy. 
Secretary 
Gardner certainly 
isn't talking like a traditional 
federal bureaucrat. 
I suspect each is breaking 
new’ ground in his own think­ 
ing. 
Laird candidly told the na­ 
tional conference of state legis­ 
lative 
leaders that the old 
Republican practice of waiting 
around to see whether the 
states and cities can them­ 
selves 
solve 
their 
massive 
problems is outdated. 


“ THAT FORMULA is un­ 
workable.” Laird said. “ Crime 
continues to rise, education 
continues to be 
inadequate, 
slums continue to grow worse. 
More Americans go on the 
welfare rolls, and government 
services on the state and local 
level continue to be under­ 
financed and in many cases 
ineffective.” 
Though he wants changes in 
the way the federal govern­ 
ment 
helps 
the states 
and 
cities. Laird—a Conservative— 
agrees that mounting federal 
assistance is needed “ if the 
quality ot American life” is 
not to deteriorate. 
Secretary Gardner woul d 
certainly agree And Gardner 
himself in his testimony be­ 
fore the Senate Committee on 
Government Operations cited 
the danger of the “ complete 
subordination” of weak state 
and local governments through 
the increasingly large sums of 
money flowing to them from 


HE CITED ANOTHER way 
the same thing could happen; 
that is, the federal govern­ 
ment, impatient with the in­ 
adequacies of many state and 
local governments, might be­ 
gin to create its own network 
of 
l o c a l 
instrumentalities. 
“ State and local governments 
might then become vestigial— 
an outcome I would regard as 
most regrettable,” Gardner 
said. 
No conventional bureaucrat, 
Gardner was unconventionally 
frank in acknowledging that 
decisions as to how the federal 
government shall manage its 
programs — whether in ways 
which 
strengthen 
or 
ways 
which 
undermine state 
and 
local government—“ are often 
made with on consciousness of 
what is at stake.” 
Laird would certainly agree. 
The area of agreement grows 
thin not over whether the fed­ 
eral government must help the 
states and cities, but how. 
Here Gardner is least clear. 
He says it can be done, he 
speaks of “ a healthy partner­ 
ship” but says state and local 
government must be strength­ 
ened. 
Laird is frank to say that 
“ Many of the ills of our socie­ 
ty are not being solved at the 
local and state level.” Laird 
disputes those federal officials 
who believe the problems re 
main 
unsolved 
because 
the 
state and local people cannot 
solve them. 
He contends that these prob­ 
lems remain unsolved because 
state and 
local government 
lack resources to tackle them 
—resources the federal govern­ 
ment has dried up. 
Laird's alternative to vast 
federal grants-in-aid is federal 
revenue-sharing with the states 
and with the fewest possible 
strings. 
This will be a big issue be­ 
fore the new Congress next 
year.

Curious Story On 
Mystery Russian

W \SHINGTON—One of the 
most curious pieces of informa­ 
tion uncovered by the Warren 
Commission during its investi­ 
gation of President Kennedy's 
assassination was an extraor­ 
dinary statement volunteered 
by a Russian. 
This “ Mr. 
X," 
seemingly 
nervous and uneasy, appeared 
unexpectedly at the U.S. em­ 
bassy in Moscow 
some six 
months after the Dallas mur­ 
der. To embassy officials he 
claimed to have known Lee 
Harvey Oswald and his wife, 
Marina, when they lived in the 
Soviet. 
In penciled notes the Russian 
left 
at 
the 
embassy, 
now 
among the more than 20.000 
“ working papers” given the 
National Archives by the War­ 
ren Commission, Oswald 
is 
linked to Jack Ruby, his slay­ 
er. and the KGB, Soviet secret 
police. 


THESE R E M A R K A B L E 
notes and covering correspond­ 
ence. and an analysis by em­ 
bassy officials, were extensive­ 
ly 
censored 
by 
the 
State 
Department with the Warren 
Commission’s approval. 
The Warren Commission at­ 
tempted to get at the bottom 
of the Russian’s strange story. 
Both the FBI and CIA dug into 
the matter, but with no suc­ 
cess The probers were unable 
to either confirm or disprove 
this perplexing information.

National Archives is an FBI 
report that Oswald correspond­ 
ed with a GBK official 
in 
the Soviet embassy in Wash­ 
ington after returning to the 
U.S. 


Also 
in 
the commission’s 
records is a CIA document 
stating that the Soviet diplo­ 
mat in Mexico City with whom 
Oswald had a meeting shortly 
before the assassination was 
the top KGB official in the em­ 
bassy there. 


Following are the principal 
items in this file, consisting of 
the heavily censored notes lett 
by the mysterious Russian, the 
State Department’s correspond­ 
ence and the report of the 
embassy official who talked to 
him. 


On the stationery of the em­ 
bassy in Moscow, a one-page 
letter reads as follows—with 
the censored portions indicated 
by blank spaces: 


“ DEAR . . . 
“ In sum, . . . as a former 
acquaintance of Mr. and Mrs. 
Oswald in 1960 in Gorky: 1. 
maintained that Oswald knew 
Ruby, at least in 1960 : 2. be­ 
lieved Oswald was under the 
influence of the KGB; 3. pre­ 
sumed Mrs. Oswald was a 
KGB agent, and 4. said a group 
ot people m the U.S., probably 
Communists, 
helped 
in 
the 
assassination. 


“ We agree these are incred­ 
ible statements but felt they 
must be passed on, and in this 
form, due to the sensitivity of 
the subject. Both . . . agree 
that . . . gave the appearance 
of being genuine . . . It's con­ 
ceivable that some of his state­ 
ments might check out with 
information available in Wash­ 
ington but not here, 


“ He stuck to his story and 
never contradicted himself, al­ 
though his tale was long and 
circuitous. He insisted that it 
all took place in Gorky, even 
though he knew the Oswalds 
had been in Byelorussia most 
ol the time. This physical loca­ 
tion might jibe with facts in 
the case but we can remember 
no connection with that city.

out to Belvedere Cove. Other 
early pictures show flat lands 
of downtown Tiburon complete­ 


ly flooded. Rain has been pour­ 
ing down the same hills for 


many years. 


AS THE FLAT LANDS were 


gradually filled, holding ponds 
on the railroad yard and be­ 
low Judge Field helped contain 
some of the flood water. When 
developments progressed along 
Tiburon Boulevard, however, 
the lower holding pond was 
diminished to its present size. 
Water flooding onto the boule­ 
vard across from Safeway was 
named 
‘‘Zelinsky Lake” 
in 
honor of the developer. The 
holding pond above collected 
fill and weeds which choked 
its capacity. 
The bay's tide affects flood­ 
ing along Tiburon Boulevard, 
t It 
also creates 
monstrous 
waves over Beach Road in 
Belvedere during storms!) 
The boulevard can be flood­ 
ed completely at noon on a 
rainy day, then drain almost 
free of water when the tide 
goes out. 


TH ERE IS A DIVISION of 
interests and responsibilities 
in 
the peninsula’s drainage 
problems. The firehouse on 
Tiburon Boulevard is now one 
of the lowest spots in town 
since subsequent developments 
have built higher. Firemen 
worry about their alarm sys­ 
tems being knocked out by 
flooding rainwater. 


People who live in the hills 
are less concerned with down­ 
town flooding. Both Belvedere 
and Tiburon City Councils are 
presently studying ways to 
solve some of their drainage 
questions. The State Division 
of Highways is only interested 
in Tiburon Boulevard b e in g 
“ traversible.” 


ONE PROBLEM THAT has 
been given many variations 
began in 1963 when Zelinsky 
applied to the county for a use 
permit for retail stores on the 
site now occupied by Safeway. 


The original agreement was 
extended once in 1964 and 
twice in 1965 The City of Tib­ 
uron inherited it by virtue of 
incorporation. In both Belve­ 
dere and Tiburon the com­ 
ment has been heard that 
“ Tiburon has let Zelinsky off 
the hook” on the required 
drainage. 


“ Not true ” says Tiburon’s 
City Mgr. Larry Rose. R ose 
says Zelinsky was never oblig­ 
ed for the whole amount of 
the $38,000 bond he put up with 
the county, but only for the 
cost of the drainage. In place 
of a bond from Zelinsky, Tib­ 
uron now holds cash amounts 
of $12,600 for Safeway drain­ 
age and $9,000 for Tiburon 
Lodge drainage, which Rose 
says can be used in the major 
drainage system being evolved 
by Tiburon. A thorough study 
of the downtown Tiburon wa­ 
tershed drainage was made 
bv McCready-Koretsky in July, 
1965. 


A SMALL BEGINNING was 
made this fall when Tiburon 
agreed to clean out and deej> 
en the holding pond below 
Judge Field. Belvedere is im­ 
proving a drainage ditch near 
the Cove-Ixigoon roads inter­ 
section with Tiburon Boule­ 
vard and is working with Cove 
Road residents to improve an­ 
other ditch that drains into the 
lagoon. 


To those with flood waters 
at the door this progress seems 
infinitely slow. 


But there is one hard fact 
we will all face in the future. 
Drainage solutions are tempo-

In Viet Nam, It's A Problem 


To Really Know Our Enemies 
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WASHINGTON - “ Do you 
know what one of the troubles 
with the Viet Nam war is?” a 
colonel in the Pentagon asked 
me the other day. 
“ I ’m sure I don't,” I said in 
all honesty. 
“ We can’t make an enemy 
out of the enemy.” 
I thought about this for a few 
minutes 
and 
then 
I 
said, 
“ How's that again?” 
“ Just what I said. It's im­ 
possible to describe the enemy 
in terms that will get to the 


American people emotionally.’’ 
“ You mean we can’t call 
them yellow bellies as we did 
the Japanese in World War II? ” 
I said. 


“ EXACTLY. Nor can we re­ 
fer to them in racial terms, 
because the people on our side 
look exactly the same as the 
people on their side.” 
“ I never thought about that,” 
1 said. 
“ The problem is how do you 
portray the Viet Cong in photo­ 


graphs and movies for what 


they really are without offend­ 


ing the South Vietnamese at 
the same time?” 
“ Through a t r o c i t i e s , of 
course.” I replied. “ Can t you 
show the Viet Cong committing 
atrocities against the South 
Vietnamese people?" 
“ It’s awfully difficult," he 
said, “ because our television 
cameraman and still photogra­ 
phers only take pictures of the 
atrocities we commit, but nev­ 
er get any shots of the ones 
the Viet Cong commit.’’ 


“ THE SOLUTION then would 
be to get our cameramen at­ 
tached to the Viet Cong.'* I 
said. 
“ It's a good suggestion,” the 
colonel said, “ but every time 


we ask Hanoi if we can have 
our camera crews cover their 
operations, they say we can’t 
until we stop the bombing.” 


“ And 
we 
can't 
stop 
the 


bombing,” I said. 
“ Of course not. At least not 
until they stop raping and 
pillaging the South Vietnamese 
villages.” 
“ Which nobody will believe 
they’re dcing because we have 
no pictures?” 


“ THAT’S THE difficulty. We 
don’t even have any good films 
of the North Vietnamese in 
Hanoi calling for the raping 
and pillaging of South Viet 
Nam. 
Remember in 
World 
War II those wonderful shots 
of Hitler, Goebbels and Goer- 
ing screaming oaths at the 


Allies?” 
“ How could anyone forget?” 


“ And those pictures of Tojo 
in Tokyo?” he said. 
“ They were worth thousands 
of words.” 
“ Well, we haven’t been able 
to get any shots of Ho Chi 
Minh that show him looking 
like anything except a starving 
Santa Claus.”

“ Isn't it possible to make 
the Viet Cong wear uniforms 
so we can tell them apart from 
the good guys?”
